Refo- 
lution to the Cardinal de Lamberg the eror’s 
chief Commiffioner, defiring -it might be difpatch’d 
away immediately to His Imperial Majefty by an 
Exprefs. And at the fame time reprefenred to him by 
word of Mouth, in the Name of all the other De- 
puties of the Diet, thar if their Requeft fhould be 
deny’d, and any Troops fent into this Town, they 
would break up the Affembly ; to the End his Emi- 
hency might acquaint the Emperor with this alfo. 
On the fame day the Cardinal receiv’d from Vienna
